WINNIPEG, Dec. 15.—A start will 
be made tomorrow with the case for 
the defence in the trial of R. B. Rus- 
sell, charged with seditious conspl- 
racy.

“Tell the old boys that I am glad 
to be back with them again and that 
my future desire for them is pros- 
perity and advancement,” said Briga- 
dier-General A. H. Bell, C.M.G., 
D.8.0., formerly officer of the 31st 
Battalion in France, later Brigadier- 
General of ‘The Iron Sixth” Brigade 
and now officer commanding Cana- 
dian Military District No. 18. Briga- 
dier-General Bell is a visitor in Ed- 
| monton today and, coming here on 
| Monday afternoon, was entertained 
during the evening in the Strathcona 
Armories by officers of the 19th Al- 
berta Dragoons. 

General Bell, when interviewed by 
The Bulletin shortly after his arrival, 
declared he could not say very much 
in regard to details and proposals 
concerning militia reorganization as 
it affected the district of which he 
| has assumed command consequent to 
the resignation of Brigadier-General 
H. F. McDonald, C.M.G., D.S.O. 

“T have only been back in the dis- 
trict a matter of two weeks and in

PRACTICABLE 


But J. C. Dixon Predicts High 
Cost of Food Necessities if 
Plan Is Adopted 


TORONTO, Dee. 15 “Can an eigh

question propounded at the forty-fifth 
annual meeting of the Dominion 
|Grange here today by J. C. Dixon, of

ple would have to pay thirty cents a 
Jonart for milk; $2 a peck for spuds; 
a bushel for wheat and $1 a pound

‘Yes, an eight hour day on the farm 
can be made perfectly practicable,” he 
jsaid, “and entirely workable the mo- 
ment every other economic structure 
of this country is adjusted, to the point 
that farm produce, like other products, 
shall be paid for on the basis of cost 
of producing plus a profit. When that 
time comes it does not matter what the 
| cost of production may be, not even 
how many hours constitute a day's la- 
| bur on the farm, even two shifts of 
| farm labor may be employed, provided 
| the farmer may charge that labor into 


j}the cost of production in what he 
| sells,"" 

There \s, however, a growing op'n- 
ion that that is the most unsound 


position the farmer can possibly take, 


and that he is injuring h’'s own tn- 
dustry by continuing such protesta- 
tions If, on the other hand farmers 
would unite {n their declaration that 
they too propose to aim at an eight 
hour day, and then proceed to or- 
ganize thermselvés to a pont where 


they can force it, such a move would 
come nearer to carrying the Canadian 
people back to a level common sense 
than anything that could possibly 
happen at present, then it is time 
for farmers to begin to think along 
these lines instead of allow'ng every 
class under the heavens to put one 
over on them, the way it has been 
done In the past few years. You 
don't have to agree with this pro- 
position, but it Is worth a lot of hard 
thinking just the same, he sa‘d.

Sir Henry Drayton Issues Statement—Hopes That Action 
For General Revision May Be Taken Within Year— 
Statements From Different Bodies Affected Are to Be 


Solicited. 


Ottawa, Dec. 15.—Sir Henry Dray- 
ton's statement in regard to 
tariff, issued Sunday evening, follows: 

“Since the signing of the armistice, 
a little over a yeur ago, the govern- 
ment and parlament have been de- 
voting attent.on to peace and recon- 
6truction problems, Among the many 
questions that have received consid- 
eration is that relating to a general 
revision of tariff. Dealing wth ths 
subject, my predecessor, S.r Thomas 
White, in his last budget speech, is 
reported in Hausard, June Sth last, as 
follows: 

“It would not be practicnb'e at 
this time to make a sound general re 
vision of the tariff. luternational 
trade is most unsettled, still hamper- 
ed by war restrctions and prohibi- 
tions and by exchange’ conditions, 
which are und may long continue to 
be subject to violent fluctuations. 
Prices are unstable, and labor cond - 
tions, internationally speaking, most 
uncertain. Untl peace is restored 
and the world is upon a more stable 
basis wth respect to capital and la- 
bor, prices, markets and exchange, 


the turiff cannot be revy'sed intelli- 
gently. 
Hopes Steps Within Year 
“Tt is my hope that ‘with'n a 


year conditions will have become so 
stabilized as to permit of a general 
revision of the tar'ff, which is long, 
but owing to the war, unavo dably 
overdue, Preceding such _ revision, 
there should be a thorough inquiry 
conducted by the minister of finance 
and two or more of his colleagues 
representing the d‘fferent geographi- 
cal sections of Canada. Such inquiry 
should afford all interests, agricultur- 
al, industrial, fishing, lumbering, 
mining, commerc'al and financial, 
producers and consumers alike, an 
opportunity of expressing their views 
and opinions and urging their par- 
ticular needs and requirements, The 
result of such ‘nquiry should be a 
body of information which will en- 
able the government to effect a gen- 
eral revision of the tariff fair to all 
parts of the community, and effectu- 
ally promoting the national welfare 
of Canada, This inquiry should pro- 
ceed w'th its work just as soon as 
conditions are sufficiently stab‘lized 
to permit. My own view is that it 
might well be commenced about 
autumn of this year.’
